U E A Officials 
Addressed 
SEA  Meeting 

Moroni  Jensen,  president  of 
UEA,  and  John  C.  Evans  Jr.,  ex- 
ecutive secretary  of  UEA  spoke 
at  BYU’s  Student  Education  As- 
sociation’s monthly  meeting  ' on 
Thursday  evening. 

Mr.  Jensen  felt  that  it  was  a 
challenge  and  a privilege  to  be 
associated  with  UEA’s  movement 
for  education  during  the  last  two 
years. 

“I  BELIEVE  sincerely  that  the 
step  the  UEA  has  taken  is  a just 
one,”  said  Mr.  Jensen. 

In  Mr.  Evans’  remarks,  he 
stressed  that  the  letters  sent  out 
to  Deans  and  University  Place- 
ment Bureaus  were  for  the  pur- 
pose of  informing  the  students 
rather  than  telling  them  what  to 
do.

Dr.  Fern  C.  Stukenbroeker, 
designated  by  J.  Edgar  Hoover  to 
appear  throughout  the  United 
States  as  an  FBI  speaker  on  com- 
munism, will  lecture  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

An  alumnus  of  Washington  Un- 
iversity in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Dr.  Stu- 
kenbroeker received  the  B.S., 
M.A.,  and  Ph.D.  degrees  from 
that  institution. 

He  joined  the  FBI  as  a special 
agent  in  1942  and  has  served  in 
the  Baltimore,  Washington,  D.  C. 
and  Cleveland  divisions.  In  1948 
he  was  assigned  to  the  FBI  head- 
quarters staff. 

Dr.  Stukenbroeker’s  work  has 
been  primarily  internal  security, 
involving  investigation  of  the 
Communst  Party,  U.  S.  and  Soviet 
espionage. 


Administration  Yields 
Day  For  Finals  Study: 
Classes  To  Be  Canceled 


All  classes  for  the  Friday  be- 
fore finals  week  have  been  can- 
celled, announced  Earl  C.  Crock- 
ett, head  of  Administrative  Coun- 
cil which  made  the  decision. 

Discussions  and  meetings  on 
having  one  day  free  before  finals 
have  been  going  on  since  at  least 
February  when  the  facuty,  in  a 
voice  vote,  decided  to  consider 
rescheduling  test  times,  said 
Becki  Fillmore,  Universe  manag- 
ing editor. 

ACTIVELY  pressuring  since 
March  has  been  the  Academic 
Emphasis  Committee  who  picked 
it  out  as  the  “project  of  the 
month,”  according  to  Kathleen 
Perona  who  was  in  charge  of  it. 

It  was  brought  up  again  in  the 
April  faculty  meeting,  apparently 
because  of  recommendations 
made  to  the  Dean  of  Students  by 
a group  of  students.  Suggestions 
made  were  to  have  it  left  to  in- 
dividual teachers.  They  later  de- 
cided to  have  it  consistent  and,  in 
a standing  vote,  voted  not  to  drop 
Friday  classes. 

MISS  PERONA,  for  the  Aca- 
demic Emphasis  Committee,  pre- 
sented a specific  proposal  of 
dropping  Friday  classes  to  the 
Administrative  Council  backed 
up  with  three  basic  facts: 

(1)  It  was  psychologically  un- 
fair to  expect  a student  to  take  a 
class  Friday  and  then  have  a test 
on  it  Saturday. 

(2)  Examination  of  other  col- 
lege catalogues  showed  that  there 
wer  usually  at  least  one  or  two 
days  reading  time  before  finals. 

(3)  Dropping  one  day  of  clas- 
ses would  not  cause  engineers  to 
lose  their  credit. 


ALMA  KING,  head  of  discon- 
tinuances, added  that  complaints 
had  been  received  by  instructors 
that  they  were  too  pressured 
when  they  had  to  teach  a class 
and  prepare  final  examinations 
for  the  next  day. 

A committee  set  up  by  the  fac- 
ulty members  and  chairmanned 
by  John  H..  Gardner  of  the  phys- 
ics department  is  currently  study- 
ing ways  of  allowing  reading  per- 
iods before  finals  next  year. 


Two  American

An  American  mountain  climb- 
ing team  became  the  first  team 
to  conquer  Mt.  Everest  in  the 
Himalayan  range  of  Tibet  since 
the  Hillary  team  in  1953.

Objects  to  Rogala 

Editor,  Daily  Universe: 

I regretfully  note  that  no  one 
has  taken  it  upon  himself  to  re- 
fute Mr.  Rogala.  But  William  But- 
ler Yeats’  saying  must  cease  to  be 
true: 

“The  best  lack  all  conviction, 
while  the  worst 

“Are  full  of  passionate  inten- 
sity.” 

Mr.  Rogala  began  with  a para- 
graph containing  these  sentences; 
“Within  a constitutional  govern- 
ment, it  is  the  privloge  of  the 
electorate  to  press  for  what  they 
regard  to  be  an  ethically  good 
(sic)  life.  By  the  democratic  pro- 
cess . . . the  right  of  the  govern- 
ment to  ‘take  from  the  rich  and 
give  to  the  poor’  may  be  secured. 
Is  it  ethical  for  people  to  vote  for 
legislation  which  will  give  them 
. . . more  security  . . .?  It  is  not 
only  ethical,  it  is  economically 
correct.” 

In  one  paragraph  Mr.  Rogala 
tackles  all  three  levels  of  thought 
on  the  issue:  the  legal,  the  mo-: 
ral,  and  the  practical;  and  each  of 
the  three  contains  a fallacy.  j 

On  the  legal  level  I object  to 
Mr.  Rogala’s  loose  use  of  the 
term,  “constitutional.”  In  his  sysr 
tem  the  majority  can  do  anything 
it  wants,  which  would  be  all  right 
under,  for  example,  the  Soviet 
constitution;  but  our  constitution 
is  one  of  enumerated  powers,  not 
of  unlimited  ones  (cf.  Amendment 
X.  And  as  for  the  so-called  “wel- 
fare clause,”  which  would  sub- 


vert the  very  purpose  of  a written 
constitution,  it  does  not  exist; 
cf.  Federalist  Papers  41  and  83). 

I would  have  Mr.  Rogala  rec- 
ognize the  nature  of  his  morality 
by  eliminating  his  respectable 
front  of  the  government.  I would 
have  him  actually  face  the  work- 
ing man,  the  professional  man, 
the  enterpriser,  with  the  gun  in 
his  hand  and  take  his  taxes  the 
way  they  would  be  taken  by  one 
more  honest  with  himself  than 
those  of  Mr.  Rogala’s  persuas- ' 
ion.  Multiplying  Mr.  Rogala  by; 
170,000  and  hiding  the  gun  be- 
hind the  guise  of  government  does 
not  change  the  natiu’c  of  the  ac- 1 
tion. 

On  the  practical  level  Mr.  Ro- 
gala asserts  that  social  welfare  is 
good  economics.  He  voices  the 
standard  neo-Keynesian  viewpoint 
with  its  prejudice  toward  social- 
ism. This  economics  has  never 
been  empirically  proved,  indeed 
the  question  is  raisd  if  it  can  bo, 
since  by  its  very  operation  it  des- 
troys objectve  standards  for  eval- 
uating productivity.  Capitalism, 
however,  has  been  proved  pro- 
ductive; its  achievements  have 
greatly  raised  the  standard  of  liv- 
ing of  people  in  countries  where 
it  has  been  able  to  operate,  and 
even  in  those  where  it  has  not. 
The  empirical  evidence  is  all  on 
the  side  of  capitalism,  Mr.  Ro- 
gala. 

“Only  by  his  own  efforts  can 
man  create  for  himself  a better 
life  on  earth,”  Mr.  Rogala  closes. 
True,  but  I do  not  call  standing  on 
the  shoulders  of  the  producers 
to  increase  your  height  much  ef- 
fort.
